A WHISTIERJICTURE. - ' 


The 8tory of H«nry Irving'" Portrait 


at Philip II. 


The queer upa aud downs of a pic- 


ture are Illustrated by the history of 
the portrait by WhlflUer of Henry Ir- 
vlug as Thlllp II. of Spain, now bung- 
ing In the Metropolltau museum, In 
New York. Whistler at a precarious 
period of his career asked his friend 
Irving to sit to him for a portrait lu 
thu character lu which Irving was 
then playing, Philip II. The portrait 
wus painted, and Irving, much pleas- 
ed, requested Whistler to let him buy 
It nod to uaino a price not too high 
for his slender purse. Having had the 
pleasure of Whistler's acquaintance, 
the writer can Imagine the following 
conversation: 


:"t\ot too high, Jimmy.! You know- 


uba—that actors—now, modestly, Jim- 
my!" 


"My dear Irving, 'tis a masterpiece, 


lr.it you shall have it for a song—let 
us say u thousand pounds."

It Is the point 
where solid matter resolves itself-Into 
a form of electricity. Now. think how 
small that Is from this experiment: If 
the ions in a toy balloon, full of gas!

dred per minute It would' take 100,- 
000,000 persons 4,000,000 years to count 
them. The fact that the human Intel- 
lect can discover this fact is quite as 
startling as the fact Itself.
